LOONATIC 

One Republican is holding up $1.3 million to 
help save our state bird 


O urstatebird,thecommonloon, 
has an uncommon problem. 

Every now and again, a 
loon will dive down to lake 
beds, scoop up something 
roughly the size of a pea, and swallow it. If 
it’s a pebble, it’s great for the loon’s diges¬ 
tion. It becomes a problem when the bird 
mistakenly swallows a lead sinker instead. 

Anglers like to use sinkers to weigh down 
their lines and catch deep-water fish. But 
when these little balls of metal slip off the 
line and get lost, they routinely end up in 
the bellies of loons, diving ducks, and swans. 

What follows is agony, startingwith confu¬ 
sion and trembling, and ending in emacia¬ 
tion and death. The Minnesota Pollution 
Control Agency estimates this is what’s 
been killing 14 percent of the state’s loons. 

The state has a plan to help stop it. An 
application the MPC A filed in September 
would tap $1.27 million in setdement money 


from the BP oil spill setdement toward pro¬ 
tecting the loon population. 

As of January 1, that money could be used 
for an awareness campaign asking fishers 
to ditch the lead and use nontoxic sinkers. 

But we don’t have that money yet, because 
Sen. Bill Ingebrigtsen (R-Alexandria) doesn’t 
want us to. The Senate Finance Committee 
chairman has effectively blocked the grant 
until he can hold a committee hearing on 
the subject after the session starts. 

Rep. Rick Hansen (D-South St. Paul) 
calls Ingebrigtsen’s move “stunning,” but 
says this is a “consistent pattern” with Min¬ 
nesota Republicans regarding lead. 

“Efforts to study, reasearch, educate, or 
change behavior regarding outdoor use of 
lead are opposed,” Hansen says. 

Back in 2015 and 2016, the Department of 
Natural Resources suggested banning lead 
birdshot on state-owned hunting land in 
half the state, and the National Rifie Asso-

elation and various hunting groups came 
down as heavily against the idea as... well, 
lead. (The NRA’s website paints the effort as 
an “attack” by anti-hunting groups whose 
“ultimate goal” is to ban hunting altogether.) 

Ingebrigtsen didn’t respond to interview 
requests, but he told the Star Tribune his 
stance had nothing to do with lead, and that 
he wants to ask the MPCA if they might 
use the grant to hire more full-time people. 

“I wanted to hold their feet to the fire,” he 
said. He told MPR that he wasn’t opposed 
to the campaign, he just wanted to hear 
“exactly” how the money would be spent. 
Ingebrigtsen also said he expected funding 
to be approved early in the session. 


But Hansen says this could have been 
resolved “months ago.” He’s currently get¬ 
ting a bill drafted to let the agency spend 
the money, and he says he and colleagues 
will put it forward “as soon as [they] can.” 

Unless Bill has a change of heart. 

“I would ask [Senator Ingebrigtsen] to 
release the funds and save some loons,” 
he says. 

Other issues Ingebrigtsen has champi¬ 
oned over the course of his legislative career 
include a 2011 bill to make English Minne¬ 
sota’s official language, taking a stand against 
legalizing medical marijuana in 2014, and 
his attempt to eliminate the Environmental 
Quality Board in 2017. -hannah jones

I ’m left with all of this,” 
Ashley Ackerson says. 
She’s surrounded by 
the music her hus¬ 
band, Ed, recorded 
over his 35-year music 
career—LPs, CDs, 
7-inches—and the instruments and gear 
he made it with, in the very room where 
he worked: Flowers Studio in Uptown 
Minneapolis. 


“Sometimes I sit around and cry through 
it all,” Ashley says. “But it’s also amazing. 
I can feel him sitting in this room, and in 
the house—it all feels very warm to me. 
Like he’s here.” 

Ed Ackerson died on October 4, 2019, 
at age 54, after being diagnosed with stage 
four pancreatic cancer a year earlier. But at 
Flowers his spirit is still alive. He bought 
this former greenhouse in 1996 and built 
it into one of the best recording studios in 


the country, working with veterans like the 
reunited Replacements and younger bands 
like Motion City Soundtrack. The studio, 
still going strong after his death, is as much 
his legacy as the music he made—something 
tangible he left behind for Ashley and their 
4-year-old daughter, Annika. 

That legacy will be front and center this 
Saturday at First Avenue’s Ed Ackerson 
Celebration of Life Benefit. Ed’s bands will 
perform, as will musicians he worked with 


and produced over the years: the Jayhawks, 
the Kraig Johnson Experience, Mark Mail¬ 
man, and Two Harbors. (Proceeds will 
benefit the Ed Ackerson Family Fund and 
the Pancreatic Cancer Action Network.) 

“It’s notgoingtobe atribute rock show— 
it’s going to be a proper rock show like Ed 
would want,” Ashley says. ‘What Ed would 
love is bands to play their own music. He 
probably would vomit if everyone was just 
covering his songs all night.”

E d Ackerson appeared on the Min¬ 
neapolis music scene in the heady 
days of the ’80s. But while other 
local bands opted for the noisier 
garage-punk or hardcore made famous by 
the Replacements and Hiisker Dii, Ed’s 
short-lived band the Dig distinguished 
themselves with a clean mod-rock sound 
heavily influenced by the Jam. The Dig 
wore suits on stage, and their sound echoed 
the early Who and the Small 
Faces. 

‘Td was faithful to his mod 
influences in just about every 
way,” says Chris Pavlich, 
frontman of Two Harbors, 
who met Ackerson in the 
mid-’90s. “He pulled up on 
his old Vespa scooter wear¬ 
ing a Fred Perry shirt, mod haircut, and 
sunnies. Basically, straight out of Qua- 
drophenia” 

Ed brought that same smart sense of 
style to the stage, which set him apart 
from the tattered grunge look of the time. 
“The Blue Boy Rickenbacker, the hair, the 
clothes... I loved that about him. Effort¬ 
lessly cool,” says Pavlich. 


Or so it seemed: That level of cool 
required hours of unseen effort. Ed was 
a self-taught musician who learned how to 
play the old-fashioned way, experimenting 
on his guitar while carefully studying the 
songs in his record collection. 

“He taught himself all the instruments, 
including drums, piano, keyboards. He 
just kept going, and working and pushing 
himself to be better,” says Ashley. “He 
never was formally trained, 
but his IQ was really high; 
he was valedictorian of Still¬ 
water High School. He had 
a scholarship offer to Yale. 
He could have been a doc¬ 
tor or a lawyer, but he pur¬ 
sued music and indie rock 
instead.” She laughs. “For 
better or for worse.” 

Ed also formed a record label in the 
mid-’80s, Susstones, with his friend John 
Kass. Starting with early 7-inches by the 
Dig, Susstones would continue to release 
Ed’s music, as well as that of his friends 
and cohorts, throughout the rest of his life. 

The Dig didn’t last long, breaking up for 
the same reason most bands do: They fought

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constantly. Ed formed the 27 Various in 
1986, fusing his love of Pete Townsend and 
Paul Weller with the sprawling psychedelia 
of the 13th Floor Elevators and early Pink 
Floyd. Ed had a unique ability to balance 
pop hooks and musical experimentation, 
with his jangly, psych-heavy guitar riffs 
always front and center. 

“Some musicians are very good at craft¬ 
ing sound, and some are good at crafting 
songs, but very, very few are good at both,” 
says Christian Erickson, a music scene con¬ 
temporary who first met Ed in the late 
’90s. “We became fast friends, and after 
that I saw and heard most of what he was 
doing both live and in the studio. He saw 
music as both texture and structure—the 
way things sounded was as important as 
the song being played. To him, a song was 
much more than a collection of words and 
chords—it was a total experience.” 

Though the 27 
Various made their 
mark on the Minne¬ 
apolis scene before 
disbanding in 1992, 

Ed’s music was still 
not widely known 
outside Minnesota. 

After he formed 
Polara in 1994, that 
all changed. 

“Polara was very 
much this band of 
unsupervised sib¬ 
lings squabbling about ever3Thing in the 
basement, and Ed was kind of the oldest 
brother who tried his best to keep a lid 
on it,” recalls Dan Boen, Polara bassist 
and a longtime collaborator of Ed’s. “That 
was great for our live energy, but when 
it was time to record, he’d become the 
producer and we all deferred to that. He 
was great at getting good performances 
out of everyone, and really good at mak¬ 
ing people play together, which doesn’t 
always happen. Once it all was working, 
Ed would smile and say, ‘There it goes. 
Sounds like rock to me.’” 



With Polara, Ed truly refined and per¬ 
fected the stormy psych-pop sound he had 
been building toward. The band’s 1995 
self-titled debut led to a major-label bidding 
war, with the band 
eventually signing to 
Interscope Records 
in 1996 and recording 
three albums for the 
imprint. 

The Celebration 
of Life show marks 
the exact 25th anni¬ 
versary of Polara’s 
debut, and Ashley 
will celebrate the 
occasion by releasing 
the record on vinyl- 
translucent orange vinyl, no less—for 
the first time. “The first Polara record 
really started it all, and it’s why this stu¬ 
dio exists,” says Ashley. “And Ed knows 
that it’s finally coming out on vinyl. That 
was his wish.” 

A shley and Ed first met (where 
else?) at Flowers in 1998, at one 
of the famous New Year’s Eve 
parties Ed threw each year at 
the studio. 

‘We started to hang out that next year, 
and the rest is history,” Ashley says. “We

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knew we had a special thing early on. I 
moved in in February2001, and we decided 
to get married for the fun of it in Septem¬ 
ber 2007. There was never any pressure, 
we were always best friends. We loved to 
do the same things, had the same passion 
for music, and had big dreams of raising 
Annika and growing old together. We just 
loved being together, it really didn’t matter 
what we were doing.” They moonlighted 
in each other’s bands (Ed playing bass 
in Ashley’s band the Mood Swings and 
Ashley joining Polara’s later lineup), then 
formed BNLX together in 2010 along with 
drummer David Jarnstrom. 

“We started the band specifically to 
make bold statements, both musically 
and conceptually,” Ed told City Pages in 
2017. A Sonic Youth-like screed, “Mes¬ 
sage From HR” is built from vacuous 
corporate-speak: “Got a message from 
HR/A Memorandum/Your Attitude 
defines your altitude/Every setback 
is an Opportunity/Together everyone 
achieves more.” As Ed put it in 2012, 
“I like the sugar-coated pill aspect of 
writing a cultural critique or a political 


critique with a song that’s easy to 
dance to and sticks in your head.” 

Those statements were also 
political when the moment 
demanded it: The 2016 election 
prompted the band to return from 
a two-year hiatus with the anthem 
“Resist! Resist!” “There’s a long 
road ahead toward progress,” Ed 
said at the time. “This song is some¬ 
thing to hum, sing, or shout along 
with while we all move forward 
together.” 

BNLX’s marketing techniques 
were just as innovative and pro¬ 
vocative as their music. Longtime 
music scene mainstay and journal¬ 
ist PD Larson took on the role as a 
self-described “press officer” for 
Susstones, harkingback to the days 
of the Beatles and the Stones, but with a 
mischievous modern twist. 

‘We tried to incorporate this real over- 
the-top subversive press strategy with a 
lot of corporate speak that Ed was picking 
up from Ashley’s world at Target,” Lar¬ 
son says. “We wanted this air of mystery. 
They went by the names A.A. and E.A. and 
their pictures were intentionally blurry. It 
was counterintuitive of what you would 
normally do, especially with someone like 
Ed who had a track record by then. But 
instead of exploiting that, it was kind of 
obscuring it, which he greatly enjoyed.” 

BNLX released a series of quick-hitting 
EPs in the 2010s that the band referred 
to as Quarterly Reports, as well as two 
full-length LPs, and Ed continued to draw 
inspiration from younger bands around 
town. Rather than competing with the next 
generation, which wasn’t in his nature, he 
offered advice as well as recording time 
at Flowers. 

“Ed’s support gave us legitimacy in 
the Minneapolis scene and also the con¬ 
fidence that people liked what we were 
doing,” says Devon Bryant, bassist in Fury 
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Things, a then-fledgling band 
that played many shows with 
BNLX and recorded at Flowers. 

Bryant recalls playing the Ack- 
erson-curated BNLXFest—and 
having to close the show. “Going 
on after BNLX with their full- 
on production and light show 
was a little bit humbling. I think 
Ed could tell that made us a 
little nervous, because he let 
us keep their light show when 
we played. A very classy and 
generous move from a classy 
and generous guy.” 

“He always valued the scene 
here, and never stopped growing 
with it,” Ashley says. “Even as he 
got older, he always connected to younger 
people. He threw these Sussedtaculars 
and BNLXFests, and he’d always pick 
up one or two new bands, these 20-year- 
olds, new kids on the 
scene. There was still 
this great connection 
and love for music, this 
synergy and commu¬ 
nity. There was always 
a community around 
him. He never wanted 
to just put out his own 
art, he always wanted 
to support everybody 
else. That’s why he 
revitalized Susstones 
and opened the studio up not only for his 
own art but so other people could pursue 
their dreams here.” 

Ed also became a highly sought-after 
producer, working with the Jayhawks, 
Golden Smog, Motion City Soundtrack, 
and Soul Asylum, as well as producing 
the Replacements’ flnal recordings, the 
Songs for Slim EP. 

“I’ve known Paul and Tommy forever,” 
Ed said at the time. “They like to work 
fast, capture the moment and spirit, and 
our studio is designed to make that sort 


of thing happen easily. Basically, we just 
set up the rock and roll band and waited 
to see what happened.” 

“Great engineers know how to capture 
the energy of a band, 
but great producers 
are capable of shap¬ 
ing that energy into 
something better and 
more powerful. I think 
Ed did both extremely 
well,” says Erickson. 
“He had a great sense 
for the narrative drama 
in music—like, how 
does a song pull you 
in and what journey 
does it take you on. He also knew when 
to push for technical perfection and when 
to push for character and imperfection. 
A lot of vocalists said he was one of the 
best producers in town at getting great 
singing performances out of people. And 
I think that dual focus on feel and flnesse 
was the reason why.” 

I t was Pete Townsend who broke the 
news of Ed’s illness. Ackerson had 
kept the news under wraps, but dur¬ 
ing the Who’s 2019 St. Paul show, his

hero offered his support from the stage: 
“Ed, I hope you recover. God bless Ed!” 

A month later, Ed Ackerson was gone. 
But he was making music right up until 
the end, and some of those last recordings 
will be made available for the first time 
at the First Ave show. One of Ed’s final 
projects, Capricorn One, will be offered on 
limited-edition hot pink vinyl. “Pantone 
806 C!” says Ashley with a chuckle. 

“He did it all himself, top to bottom, 
every single piece of it—drums, keyboards, 
piano, vocals, all of it,” Ashley says. “Ed 
produced, engineered, and wrote it all. 
We’re calling it ‘the space rock journey.’ 
It is, in my opinion, the best of ever 5 l;hing 
he’s done. A lot of people are going back 
in time and getting into the Dig and 27 
Various and the Ackerson solo records, 
and that’s great. But I encourage people 
to listen to his new stuff too.” 

Ashley fights through tears as she con¬ 
tinues. “Going through a loss like this is 
horrible. Without the music community 
I don’t know what I’d do. Not only the 
community here in Minneapolis, but the 
music community at large has been very 
supportive. Many people have reached out 
and offered support. It means so much.” 

A GoFundMe page for Ashley and Annika 
organized by Dan Boen has raised over 
$73,000, and there’s a forthcoming tribute 
album to Ed organized by his Swedishfiiend 
Jonatan Westh. “It started while Ed was 
alive and we tried to keep it a secret from 
him,” says Ashley, who hopes to release it 
later this year to celebrate Ed’s birthday. 

The fact that rock and roll is still being 
played in Flowers is a source of deep com¬ 
fort to Ashley, with musicians dropping 
in not only to check on how she’s doing, 
but also to make some welcome noise in 
the studio that Ed built. 

Kris Johnson, guitarist in Two Harbors 
and one of Ed’s best friends, is now Flow¬ 
ers’ head engineer and studio manager. 
“As Ed’s illness was progressing, he told 
me he wanted me to take over the stu¬ 



dio and to ensure that it lived on,” says 
Johnson. “And he told me what his vision 
of that was. It’s hard to put into words 
what that means to me. For Ed, his studio 
was an extension of himself, and who he 
was as a person. It’s the summation of 
everything he had spent his entire life 
building. And to be entrusted with that 
is a massive thing.” 

The future of Flowers Studio is still 
unwritten, but Ashley has some ideas. 
“Annika is only four, but this is her studio 
if she wants to have it someday,” she says. 
“This thing could probably never be built 
again, and Uptown is too expensive, it 
would be impossible to start this thing 
from scratch again now. So, I feel grate¬ 
ful that Ed had the vision, the foresight, 
and the guts to invest in this. He took 
his money and didn’t blow it all on drugs 
or champagne or whatever, and put it 
into this place. It’s expensive to keep it 
going, but it’s one of a kind, and Td love 
Annika to have the opportunity to see if 
it’s something she wants and to explore it. 

“Maybe she’ll be a producer—she’s 
singing all the time. And Ed got her into 
the Small Faces already, so we’re good 
there.” 03

How a Hmong Frenchman conjured 
St. Paul’s premier pastry destination

arc Heu Patisserie Paris 
probably shouldn’t be 
here. Only through a heck 
of a lot of luck and one 
man’s laser-specific goal 
of opening a French patisserie in St. Paul 
has the Twin Cities been blessed with its 
most modest world-class pastry shop yet. 

Chef Marc Heu was born in France to 
Hmong parents who fled their native Laos 
as refugees after the Vietnam War. At the 
age of three, Heu’s family moved to French 
Guiana, where they built a farm to grow 
and sell produce. But 10 years living in 
France taught Heu’s parents that proper 
celebrations called for pastries. 

“[They] couldn’t afford to go to a pastry 
shop, so they would just get the basic ingre¬ 
dients: milk, eggs, and flour,” says Heu. “It 
would be my older siblings baking... I was 
helping and I loved it!” 

In early adulthood, Heu pursued a 
medical degree in Limoges, France. While 
visiting family in Minnesota in 2012, Heu 
met the woman he’d marry and decided 
to stay here. When his credits wouldn’t 
transfer to the American system, he started 
over, taking the GED, ACT, and applying 
to community college. But he couldn’t go 
through with it again. 

Heu remembers he was l 5 dng in bed the 
night before another first day of school, 
when his wife said, “Don’t do it. I know 
you won’t be happy.” 

“I guess in the back of my mind I wanted 
to please my parents,” says Heu, “but at 
some point I was like, Tt’s my life.’” 

By April of 2018, Heu had enrolled in 
a six-month pastry program at Paris’s 
Ecole Lenotre. “They teach you—it’s not 
necessarily a secret—but to be true to the 
ingredient.... If you start with something 
good, at the end you should have something 
good, or even better if you put the skills, 
the knowledge into it.” 

While studying in Paris, an odd visit to 
18th-century pastry shop Stohrer proved 
fateful for Heu when he recognized execu¬ 
tive chef Jeffery C agues and asked to meet 
him. “[Cagnes] asked me what I was doing, 
what school I was going to and when I was 
going to be done. So he told me. Why don’t 
you come intern here when you’re done?”’ 

“I mean, I did not ask for nothing.... 
Everything started like that,” Heu recalls, 
with tears in his eyes. “I can’t believe he 
offered me that opportunity.” 

After his internship, Heu stayed at 
Stohrer for an additional two months. 
“Cagnes asked what I was going to do when 


I came back to the U.S. and I told him, T’m 
going to open a pastry shop.’ I remember 
him and the sous chef... they were laugh¬ 
ing!” A pastry chef opening their own shop 
is usually a goal achieved after years of 
learning and practice, but Heu could see 
no other way. “I don’t want to work for 
anybody. My parents, they are farmers, so 
they’re kind of like their own boss. So all 
my life I had a picture of working, being 
your own boss, working for yourself.” 

W hen Heu returned to Minnesota 
in late 2018, he began running a 
pastry catering business out of 
his in-laws’ house making cakes and other 
pastries. He quickly gained a following on 
social media. The sheer volume of work 
demanded he find commercial space to 
keep pace. He found a spot at the corner 
of University and Western Avenue in St. 
Paul’s Erogtown neighborhood, and moved 
his catering operation there in April 2019. 


“I wasn’t supposed to open until [May 
2020]. We had the Little Mekong Night 
Market [last July] so we decided to do a 
pop-up. But people thought it was the 
grand opening,” says Heu. “It was Sat¬ 
urday, Sunday, the [Night Market]... and 
then on Monday, people were lining up!” 

Not wanting to disappoint, Marc Heu 
Patisserie Paris opened its doors to the 
public on August 1,2019. Presently, they 
provide counter service with pastries to-go. 
Attentive, handsomely dressed staff is on 
hand to answer questions and carefully 
package items in pristine white boxes. The 
“menu” is a row of glass domes holding 
the day’s offerings, with tiny gold prices 
displayed beneath. 

To this day, Heu seeks out suppliers 
with chocolate and vanilla beans from 
Erance, and hazelnuts from Italy’s Piedmont 
region—“the Rolls Royce of hazelnuts,” 
Heu claims. He’s particularly choosy about 
the Erench high-fat butter he sources: “If

it has too much water, when you laminate 
it goes into the dough.” 

Erench baked goods fall into three main 
categories: boulangerie, patisserie, and vien- 
noiserie. Boulangerie are the breads, like 
baguettes and sourdough loaves. Patis¬ 
serie are cakes, tarts, and eclairs—the sweet 
stuff. Viennoiserie are the buttery, flaky 
croissant, pain au chocolat, and kougin 
amman. As a shop, Marc Heu Patisserie 
Paris specializes in the latter two t 5 q)es. 

Viennoiserie relies on the following 
lamination process. “On paper it’s two to 
three days, but mine takes almost five.” 

Heu sandwiches alayer ofbutter between 
two layers of dough, rolls it flat, folds it in on 
itself, then rests it. “I do one double turn and 
one single turn,” says 
Heu, explaining how 
he creates 12 layers of 
alternating dough and 
butter on the first fold, 
and triples that to 36 
layers on the second. 
He then rests the dough for two days before 
cutting, shaping, proofing, and finally bak¬ 
ing. In the oven, the butter melts into the 
dough and steams air pockets into the pastry, 
creating a soft, airy texture with a crisp, 
flaky crust and a rich, buttery flavor. He 
starts this process on Tuesdays to make 
croissants for Saturdays. 

“I tried rushing,” Heu laments, “and 
trust me: It’s not good.” 

In the kitchen, Heu leads a team of four 
women. “In Erance it’s all men. It’s funny 
that here I’m doingit with abunch of strong 
women. I love it!” They’re also mostly home 
bakers, inexperienced in professional bak¬ 
ing but eager to learn. 

“At first I wanted to bring people from 
Erance, but people here need jobs, too, and 
they want to learn,” says Heu, of training 
his staff from the ground up. “I make sure 
that the stuff that comes out is good... but 
the kitchen can be run by my staff; they are 
way more than qualified now.” 

Heu’s pastries are accurate to tradition, 
eschewing innovation for perfect execution. 
“My whole idea is, I want to bring a little 
bit of a taste of Paris to Minnesota,” he says. 

“I have so much support from all the 
community, from everybody. Erogtown, 
they welcome me. I’m just living a dream 
right now,” says the chef, who earned a 
2020 Charlie Award nomination for best 
Baker/Pastry Chef (Katie Elsing of The 
L 5 mhall took home the honor). 

“I do what I love. I’m able to make a 
living out of it. I’m able to make jobs. I’m 
not rich, but it’s enough.” 03

Birds of Prey. Just another blah Suicide Squad movie from DC

h shit, here we go again. Harley 
Quinn’s back in another bleh 
DC blockbuster. 

After the crime against 
humanity that was Suicide 
Squad, it’s kind of a shock. That juiced- 
up Dirty Dozen wannabe is the worst entry 
in the DC Extended Universe—and that’s 
saying something. But hey, money talks, 
and that movie netted half a billion dollars 
worldwide... so why not? 

Birds of Prey (and the Fantabulous Eman¬ 
cipation of One Harley Quinn) picks up some¬ 
time after the dumb events of Suicide Squad. 
And yes, it’s as kooky and convoluted as 
the full title suggests. Via voiceover and 
a little bit of fourth wall-breaking, Harley 
(Margot Robbie) informs the audience that 
the Joker kicked her to the curb. Without 
a boyfriend or crew for the first time in 
forever, Harley goes even more off the 
rails. You know: clubbing, getting drunk, 
blowing up a chemical plant. 

When word of her big breakup hits the 
streets, Harley realizes she no longer has 
Mr. J’s protection—which means every 
Gothamite she’s ever wronged is now out 
to kill her. That includes rich kid/club 
owner/supervillain Roman Sionis (Ewan 
McGregor), also known as Black Mask. 
Fortunately, Sionis’s henchman, Zsasz 


(Chris Messina), gets pickpocketed, losing 
a diamond worth a fortune, which Harley 
is expertly equipped to get back. But when 
she finds out the gem was swiped by ayoung 
orphan (Ella Jay Basco), things get (even 
more) complicated. 

Birds of Prey has a few big issues, though 
its unnecessary complexity tops the list. In 
addition to Harley’s deal, we also get a full 
origin story for Huntress (Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead), a sort-of fleshed-out subplot for 
Detective Renee Montoya (Rosie Perez), 
and a wasted opportunity with Black 
Canary (Jurnee Smollett-Bell), whose bit 
part here belies her Justice League status. 
Of course, this is supposed to be a Birds of 
Prey movie—not a Harley solo outing—so 
it makes sense to bring the team’s differ¬ 
ent pieces together. If s just that things get 
sloppy in execution and therefore entirely 
out of hand. The focus never really leaves 
Harley, and a nonlinear storyline doesn’t 
do the film any favors. 

Beyond that. Birds of Prey tries way too 
hard to be Deadpool. The R rating allows 
for extra-cool comic book-y violence, but 
after some solid early tone-setters, the 
action becomes perfunctory and even 
boring. The devil-may-care approach to 
absolutely ever 5 ^ing undermines any real 
depth, which wouldn’t matter if Birds of 
Prey just said, ‘Tuck it, lef s be stupid and

goofy.” But as with Suicide Squad, there’s 
this forced “You’re my new family” emo¬ 
tional appeal that goes against the movie’s 
own internal logic. 

Thaf s not to say a bonkers/deep story 
can’t be pulled oK Batman: The Animated 
Series did a significantly better version of 
the Joker-Harley split almost 30 years 
ago. Which raises a question about Birds 
of Prey: If Warner Bros, is really decom¬ 
mitting from a strict, shared universe (as 
Joker suggests), why not make the Joker 
the big bad instead of Black Mask? If s one 
thing for the Birds to come into their own 
against arandomBatman villain, but imagine 
how profoundly empowering it would be 
for Harley to confront her longtime abuser 
and kill the Joker instead. If only. 

Given Joker’s success and Robbie’s heavy 
hand in the production, I had high hopes that 
DC was moving in the right direction. Sadly, 
Birds of Prey feels like more of the same. 
Bad news for people like me; great news 
for people who like other DCEU movies.

laying the race card” is 
an offensive idiom when 
it comes from the mouths 
of white people who seem 
to resent the fact that they 
don’t have any “cards” to play. In The White 
Card, Claudia Rankine suggests that they 
should examine their own hands a little 
more carefully. 

The white characters in Rankine’s 2018 
play, now onstage at Penumbra Theatre, 
certainly have a lot to say about the experi¬ 
ences of black people. Charles (Bill McCal- 
lum) and Virginia (Michelle O’Neill) are a 
middle-aged couple who’ve devoted much of 
their extraordinary wealth to art addressing 
African-American trauma: Representations 
of violence hang on the walls of their home 
alongside a monochromatic white painting 
by Robert Rauschenberg. 

“It was curated to brighten the room,” 
says Charles when a visitor remarks upon 
that piece. The visitor is Charlotte (L 3 m- 
nette R. Freeman), an artist whose current 
work involves restaging and photographing 
the scene of the 2015 Charleston church 
shooting. With Charlotte’s star on the rise, 
Charles and Virginia want to buy her latest 
series; their art dealer, Eric (John Catron), 
is on hand, nervously, to assist. 

Charlotte is the only black character in the 
cast, which also includes Alex (Jay Owen 
Eisenberg), the adult son of Charles and 
Virginia. Using these characters, Rankine 
illuminates the differences and similarities 
in the ways ostensibly sympathetic white 
people talk about race. 

Charles and Virginia glory in support¬ 
ing important work that decries racism.

but their dialogue is full of slips that reveal 
their privilege. Penumbra’s opening-night 
audience didn’t miss them, and neither does 
Alex, an activist involved with Black Lives 
Matter. He’s quick to criticize his parents, 
but also thinks he can lecture Charlotte 
about how she needs to “wake up.” Eric is 
more political, but he’s also part of an art- 
world hierarchy built on white supremacy. 

While it takes the characters a while 
to get at the play’s deepest truths, there’s 
also not a lot of unnecessary small talk 
or extraneous stage business. At a tight 
80 minutes. The White Card is a focused 
conversation about race and art. Instead 
of congratulating themselves for marking 
black pain, Charlotte argues, white people 
should do the harder work of looking at the 
way they inhabit their own skin. 

It’s a bracing play from a major writer 
with a local connection: Rankine’s acclaimed 
Citizen: An American Lyric is published by 
Minneapolis’s Gra 3 rwolf Press (as is The 
White Card, her first published play). At 
Penumbra, director Talvin Wilks keeps 
the pace taut, making effective use of a 
sprawling all-white stage designed by 
Chelsea M. Warren. 

The cast bring out the texture and humor 
in an often declamatory script; everyone 
except the increasingly concerned Charlotte 
spends most of the play on the defensive, 
which can happen when people are asked 
to examine their privilege. It’s an important 
conversation that needs to continue. 03

Bob Ross Mob Boss play self-loathing’s greatest hits

I These are the words 

I that rattle through my 

head the first time I 
listen to Bob Ross Mob Boss’s new EP. 
Everything’s Chrome in the Future is just 
so frenetic. There’s so much going on, 
with loose Nirvana basslines hitching to 
mathy Modest Mouse guitar and Aaron 
Mylungs’s long, chesty Scott Weiland vocals 
stretching out while Bray Fischer chimes 
in morosely. It’s so hectic that you forget 
just how necessary it all is. 

The line barging into my thoughts 
comes from a Mindy Nettifee poem, 
which shares no resemblance to the new 
Bob Ross Mob Boss EP. Nettifee’s poem 
is one of absolution, one that rectifies a 
lifetime of contempt with four stanzas 
of affirmation. But Every thing’s Chrome 
in the Future offers little in the way of 
forgiveness: It’s a tribute to the power of 
self-loathing. Across its six songs, Mylungs 
and Fischer suffer through brutal realiza¬ 
tion after brutal realization. So why are 
these worlds converging in my mind? 

‘We’re always on this quest to figure out 
what on earth we’re even doing,” Fischer 
says. “Someone once tweeted at us that 
we’re like if a hardcore band and a new 
wave band got together, which, like, yeah.” 

With a name like Bob Ross Mob Boss 
and an EP title borrowed from an episode 
of SpongeBob SquarePants, Fischer and 
Mylungs obviously have a sense of humor 
about what they’re doing. They almost called 
the record WetHotAmericanBummer, but 
worried that would make them sound like 
too much of a parody. 

“I don’t enjoy interacting with bands that 
take themselves too seriously,” Fischer says. 
To them, the music is dark enough without 
the whole band having to live the darkness 
like a brand. “The music is abrasive soni- 
cally,” Mylungs adds, “but we don’t want 
to turn people away with the message.” 

Humor is Bob Ross Mob Boss’s princi¬ 
pal defense mechanism. On Twitter, they 
fling sardonic self-owns and halfhearted 
gig promo, in keeping with the spirit of 
Bo Jackian nihilism that springs at you on 
songs like “Never Meant to Live”: “And I 
know that I don’t wanna die/But I don’t 
know why/And I know that I wanna stay 
alive/But sometimes I don’t try.” 

These are the words that erase Nettifee’s 
from my mind. They erase everything, leav¬ 
ing me disoriented, pawing for something 
else to think, something more hopeful and 
less true. Only two songs into the EP, they’ve 


arrived at a spectacular breakdown, and I 
am there with them. 

Fischer and Mylungs met at a North- 
field bar in 2017. Fischer was attending 
St. Olaf, and Mylungs was a self-described 
“townie.” One karaoke night, they both put 
in for the Strokes’ “Someday,” and the D J 
called Fischer before Mylungs got their 
chance to tear through it. Mylungs jokingly 
confronted Fischer, and the two laughed 
it off over a beer. 

“We were both in two different bands at 
the time, and we were playing shows with 
each other, and they both broke up at the 
same time,” Mylungs remembers. ‘We were 
looking to fill avoid in each others’ lives.” 


Fischer and Mylungs moved into a house 
in St Paul and started writing songs together. 
Their tastes immediately clashed. Fischer 
had a jones for ennui and R.E.M.; Mylungs 
never understood Michael Stipe. Mylungs 
experienced ska at a formative age and pre¬ 
ferred snotty pop-punk, while Fischer was 
too busy listening to Dr. Dogto skank dance 
at Warped Tour. 

But both were outcasts growing up, 
gender-fluid misfits struggling with depres¬ 
sion and dysphoria. This shared experience 
made writing l 5 n:*ics easier. Every song on 
Everything’s Chrome in theFuturewas writ¬ 
ten by the two together, including “I’m 
Okay (I Promise),” the truest expression 


of their common darkness—and how they 
conquer it. 

The song title is a nose-thumb to My 
Chemical Romance, and damn if that isn’t 
just perfect Bob Ross Mob Boss. This is a 
band that was nearly named Pfft singing 
the words, “My depression is no desert of 
the soul/It’s the softly falling snow set¬ 
tling in the trees.” Press your ear to the 
chest of this record and you can hear its 
heart beating through layers of calcified 
sarcasm. 

“A lot of this music is therapy,” Fischer 
says. “The concept of dissociation, even 
dysphoria, it’s there because we’re both 
nonbinary, we both have weird relation¬ 
ships with gender. A lot of this is trying to 
And an answer to why we feel the way that 
we do and why we don’t feel the way that 
people who function well in society do.” 

Mylungs puts it more simply: “Sometimes 
I feel like an alien, and music helps me not 
feel that way.” 

It’s on “Honestly, Honesty” that Net¬ 
tifee’s words cease being coincidence. A 
bulb is illuminated to chase the dark. The 
prophetic breakthrough, beaming through 
my speakers in a hoarse claxon of a chorus. 

Honestly, honesty, 

Is not something I’m used to 

But I don’t know if I believe 

Any words you say to me 

You’re taking up the air I breathe 

Once again I’m losing sleep 

And I know my friends will always be there 

for me 

Mylungs remembers the lines jumping 
out at them while on a drive home from a 
concert. They opened their Notes app and 
dashed the words into the screen. Later, 
Fischer slapped on a prodigious riff. 

“Honestly, Honesty” has become the 
flint against which the band sparks their 
set. When those titular words hit at the 
top of the chorus, eyes open in the crowd. 

Fists fly into the 
BOB ROSS MOB BOSS sky. Inhibitions 
EP RELEASE SHOW dissolve like tis- 
7th St. Entry sue paper in the 

Sunday. Feb. 16 rain. It’s the kind 

of moment that 
can stick with you, only to reappear sud¬ 
denly when something makes you feel the 
same way again. 

“I once joked about writing the music 
that I needed when I was in middle school,” 
Fischer says. “Every time someone tells me 
that my music makes them feel good. I’m just 
like, ‘Cool, I’m gonna keep doing this.’” 03

The Girls 



I pegged my boyfriend 
and now he 

wants to be “the girl”— 
but how? 

M yboyfnerdardiwerehaving 
relationship issues until we 
tried something new: peg¬ 
ging. He wanted to try it, 
but he was afraid and some¬ 
times said the idea disgusted him. Then we 
tried it, and it was better than normal vanilla 
or even kinky bondage sex. It was the most 
emotionally connected sex we’ve ever had. I 
actually pegged him three times in 24 hours. 
He says now he wants to be ''the girl” in our 
relationship. He doesn’t want to transition 
to become a girl, but to be more "the girl” 
sexually and emotionally. I see this as sexy 
and loving. I’ve always taken care of him 
in a nurturing way, but this adds so much 
more. How do I be more "the guy” for my 
boyfriend who wants to be more "the girl”? 
Not just sexually, but in everyday life? 

THE BOYFRIEND EXPERIENCE 

"It’s amazing these two found each 
other,” said Key Barrett, a trained anthro¬ 
pologist. ‘They communicate and obvi¬ 
ously create spaces to be vulnerable 
together and explore.” 

Barrett has studied female-led relation¬ 
ships (FLR) and written books—fiction and 
nonfiction—about them, and his first con¬ 
cern was your bo3df iend succumbing to 
“sub-frenzy,” or a burning desire to realize 
all his fantasies at once. You guys aren't 
new to kink, but you don’t want to move 
too fast. “Pegging opened up a huge box 
of shiny new emotions and feelings,” said 
Barrett. “That’s great, but they should take 
it slow, especially if they want this dynamic 
to be a part of the day-to-day relationship.” 

You also need to bear in mind that peg¬ 
ging, while wonderful, won’t solve your 
underlying (and unspecified) “relation¬ 
ship issues.” Unless, of course, the issue 
was your bo3df iend feeling anxious about 
asking you to peg him. 

But, hey, you didn’t ask about those other 
issues—you didn’t even name them—so let’s 
focus on your actual question: youbeing“the 
guy” and your bo3df iend being “the girl.” 

“The boyfriend wants TBE to be ‘the 
guy’ in the relationship to reinforce his 
desire to be ‘the girl,”’ said Barrett, “and 
she seems okay with this, although she 
does acknowledge that this would require 
more than the nurturing and caretaking 
she’s already shown toward him. That’s a 
valid concern. His desire to take the kink

out of the bedroom and merge it with the 
day-to-day risks turning her into a kink 
dispenser. There’s also the aspect of the 
boyfriend’s gender stereotyping. Being 
dominant isn’t unique to men, and being 
submissive isn’t a ‘feminine’ trait. There 
are a lot of alpha men in FLRs who shine 
in support roles for the women they trust. 
Female-led relationships don’t rely on ste¬ 
reotypes. Indeed, they often flout them 
by rel3dng not on stereotypical behaviors 
but on what is a natural d5mamic for the 
couple. In that sense, each FLR is unique.” 

While it’s possible that “I want to be the 
girl” are the only words your bo3df lend has 
to describe the dynamic that turns him 
on, for some men, sacrificing their “male” 
power and privilege is an intrinsic part of 
the eroticism of submitting to a dominant 
woman. And that’s okay, too. 

“If he legitimately wants to take on a role 
of supporting her and being her adoring 
submissive partner while thinking of that 
role as ‘feminine,’ it could work for them,” 
said Barrett. “He might really enjoy sup¬ 
porting her decisions and being more of 
a domestic partner. She might enjoy the 
support and validation that comes from 
having a partner who revels in her suc¬ 
cesses and strength. This could fulfill the 
‘caring for him as if I were the bo5dfiend’ 
portion (what a loving a statement!) while 
still feeling natural for TBE.” 

So how can you get started as “the guy” 
in this relationship? 

“They should, again, start small,” said 
Barrett. “Maybe delegate a few tasks that 
were ‘hers’ to him, and she can tell him 
how she wants them done,” whatever it 
is (dishes? laundry? cocksucking?), “as 
this will help ensure the outcome they 
both want. I would also recommend they 
both read about what FLRs are and aren’t. 
FLRs are often kink-friendly, but kink is 
not required. And they need to remember 
the key word in ‘female-led relationship’ 
is ‘relationship.’”
